SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) 
With a shout of “We have succeeded!” 
Apollo and Soyuz astronauts linked up 
in space today in the first meeting of 
Americans and Russians high above 
the globe. 
The two ships came together 140 
miles above the earth over Europe, 
climaxing two days of orbital pursuit 
during which astronauts Thomas P. 
Stafford, Vance D. Brand and Donald 
K. Slayton skillfully guided Apollo as 
the hunter craft. 
“ We’ll hug them like friendly 
bears,” Soviet commander Alexei 
I>eonov said before the astronauts and 
cosmonauts embarked Tuesday on the 
first international mission of space de­ 
tente. 
About three hours after docking, 
Iieonov and Stafford, the two com­ 
manders, scheduled the long-awaited 
“handshake in space” in a connecting 
tunnel between the two craft. 
It will be a symbolic and emotional 
moment for these two space veterans 
who have become fast friends during 
two years of training. 
They’ll exchange greetings and their 
nation’s flags and I^enonov is to 
present Stafford with a United Nations 
flag to carry back to earth. Stafford 
and Slayton then move into the Soyuz 
for the first of four crew transfers 
planned in the two days of linkup.

The cosmonauts had decorated their 
cabin with welcome messages for their 
American visitors. 
During the morning the Apollo 
astronauts steered their ship through 
five course corrections as they 
gradually and smoothly moved in on 
the Soyuz. 
When the spacemen awakened this 
morning they were more than 500 
miles apart, but the Apollo maneuvers 
closed the gap between the American 
spacecraft and Soyuz. 
Nearly four hours before the planned 
latchup, the astronauts spotted the 
Soyuz as a speck in the sky and 
established radio contact with the 
Russian spacemen. 


“Hello, Apollo,” cosmonaut Valeri 
Kubasov said as the spaceships en­ 
tered communications range for the 
first time, some 300 miles apart. 
Kubasov spoke in English and 
received this reply in Russian from 
one of the astronauts: “Good morning, 
Valeri.” 


The Russian commander, Alexei 
Iieonov, added a “good morning” and 
the two craft began a series of radio 
checks. 
Minutes earlier, astronaut Vance D. 
Brand reported the first sighting of the 
Soyuz. 
“ It’s just a speck right now,” he 
said. “It’s hard to distinguish from a 
star.” 
Astronauts Thomas P. 
Stafford, 
Donald K. Slayton and Brand were 
guiding their craft to a scheduled 
latchup with Soyuz at 12:15 p.m. EDT 
140 miles above West Germany. 
They successfully completed two of 
five planned separate engine firings in 
the final pursuit of Soyuz, which is 
serving as the target vehicle for the 
more sophisticated and maneuverable 
Apollo. 
The first firing was executed at 8:51 
a.m. and the second at 9:35 a.m. 
The cosmonauts planned a friendly 
welcome for Stafford and Slayton, set 
to visit the Soyuz this afternoon after 
the docking. 


“ We’ll hug them like friendly 
b ears,” Leonov said before the 
astronauts embarked Tuesday on this 
first international mission of space 
detente. 
“We have hung the slogans around 
here — welcome aboard Soyuz and 
other types of greetings,” Iieonov told 
Moscow Mission Control. 
“What about the tube of borscht?” a 
ground controller asked. 
“Yes, we’ve prepared it,” came the 
reply. 
A caution warning alarm awakened 
the astronauts nearly an hour before 
schedule early this morning. The 
alarm repeated several more times 
but Houston Mission Control theorized 
there was no problem and that the 
warning was sounded by transient 
electrical signals. One controller 
termed it a nuisance alarm and ad­ 
vised the astronauts: “We believe you 
are getting false alarms.”

C o m p u te r Court Transcripts 
B e in g P la n n e d A t Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - A new 
system using computers to reproduce 
court transcripts should save time and 
money, according to Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court officials, who are 
enthusiastic about the project. 
Assistant 
Court 
Administrator 
Roger McKenzie said the system, 
inaugurated this week, will save court 
costs as well as speed the appeals 
process. In use for the first time in any 
state court in the nation, the system 
presently is on a experimental basis, 
McKenzie said. 
The project is funded by a $21,334 
grant from the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration and is 
designed to reduce the transcript 
reproduction time from about 12 weeks 
to six to 10 days. 
Magnetic cassette tapes are used to 
record the court proceedings typed by 
the court reporter on a stenotype 
machine. The computer then takes the 
tapes and produces printed transcripts 
of the proceedings. 


The computer can record 100 pages 
of transcript material in less than two 
minutes and print a page of transcript 
in less than a second, at a rate of 1,000 
lines a minute. 
"The reporter translates the spoken 
word into an artificial language which 
then must be re-translated back into 
English,” said Fred Koomanoff, 
president of the company 
that 
developed the system. 
A special computerized dictionary 
that was developed to suit individual 
court reporter styles also can be used 
as a reference point in case of mis­ 
understanding. 
Court Administrator Norman E.

RENO — In case y ou ’v e nev er hit a 
tree while riding in a hot air balloon, 
don’t fret. You wou ln’t like it. The bag 
that was carry ing my pilot and me 
pranged the top of one of the 100-foot 
mou ntain pines that spoke the slopes of 
Mt. Rose, which looks down on 
beau tifu l Lake Tahoe. There isn’t 
mu ch time to admire the scenery 
u nder su ch circu mstances. 
The limbs and spu rs and needles of 
the tree embraced u s like an angry 
v ersion of the Jolly Green Giant and 
snook 
the day lights 
ou t of this 
greenhorn passenger. The weight of 
the wicker basket pu lled u s down 
throu gh the ru gged foliage for a time. 
Sharp little broken limbs and needles 
stu ck their points throu gh the webbing 
of the wicker balloon basket. 
Thou gh cu t, I was v agu ely reliev ed. 
The farther we dropped down throu gh 
the tree, I figu red like a nu t, the slower * 
wou ld be the rate of descent becau se 
the heav ier limbs wou ld cu shion the 
fall. And if we ev er stopped, well, I 
cou ld get ou t of the basket, ju mp for a 
likely -looking limb, and then climb 
down the tru nk of the tree to the 
grou nd. 
Bu t it tu rned ou t that there isn’t 
enou gh Tarzan in me. A peek down­ 
ward showed that we were still 50 or 60 
feet abov e the sloping mou ntainside. 
Simu ltaneou sly Randy , the y ou ng 
pilot, rev ealed another plan. He was on 
his feet, tearing away at the 
smothering branches of the Angry 
Green Giant, and relighting the fire 
that heated the air in the tom balloon. 
These free balloons are abou t as 
agile as a beached whale. Bu t to my 
consternation ou r bag responded to 
Randy ’s propane flame thrower. The 
basket stopped falling throu gh the 
limbs, and then it was wrenched loose 
by the u pward thru st of the bag.

know also when y ou ’ll ev er stop 
bou ncing. 
I sidled to the open end of the basket 
and sat there for what seemed a long 
time, bu t really wasn’t.

NEW YORK (AP) - Wou ld y ou 
believ e that relativ e to most other 
nations, the United States has one of 
the lowest rates of consu mer price in­ 
flation? 
Any one concerned with his or her 
own pocketbook, and that inclu des 
ev ery one, tends to localize the issu e of 
inflation. 
Understandably , 
each 
person feels he or she is being hit the 
hardest. 
The 
latest 
figu res 
from 
the 
Organization for Economic Co­ 
operation and Dev elopment show that 
of 24 trading nations, the United States 
had the fou rth lowest inflation rate for 
the 12 months throu gh May . 
The spectacu lar rise in oil prices is 
perhaps the major force behind the 
u pward thru st in prices, bu t there are 
many other reasons too, inclu ding 
higher consu mer ex pectations, rising 
wage demands and deficit spending. 
The OECD lists the United States 
inflation rate at 9 .5 per cent, leav ing 
only Germany , at 6 .1 per cent, Swit­ 
zerland, at 8.2, and Au stria, at 8.6 , in 
better shape. 
Some of the rates wou ld be con­ 
sidered shocking by U.S. standards, 
not that 9 .5 per cent in itself isn’t 
shocking. In the United Kingdom, for 
ex ample, the rate was 25 per cent, and 
in Ireland 24.5 per cent. 
Fearing an economic disaster, the 
Britsh now are seeking to limit pay and 
div idend increase to 10 per cent for the 
nex t 12 months, hopefu l of cu tting the 
rate to 10 per cent or so by this time 
nex t y ear. 
Ev en 10 per cent cannot be con­ 
sidered normal by almost any 
definition. Still, it appears to be in a 
respectable range when compared 
with the 47.4 per cent inflation rate in 
Iceland, the 19 .7 per cent in Italy , and 
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the 17.2 per cent rate in Au stralia. 
One reason for high inflation rates 
are big gov ernment bu dgets which, to 
a degree, merely reflect a more basic 
reason: Demands by people for more 
gov ernmental serv ices. 
This sy mptom has been a particu lar 
irritant to the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, which for y ears has tried 
to point ou t that y ou can’t get any more 
ou t of the gov ernment than y ou ’re 
willing to pu t into it. 
The way to riches, the chamber 
say s, is to produ ce — to make a bigger 
pie so that ev ery one can hav e a bigger 
piece withou t cu tting into the other’s 
section. And that pie, it say s, is made 
by priv ate enterprise. 
Nev ertheless, to the cham ber’s 
chagrin, there 
seems to 
be 
an 
inex orable trend toward bigger 
gov ernment, with its resu ltant hu ge 
bu dgets and sometimes big bu dget 
deficits too. 
Economy 
Show s Rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The latest 
gov ernment statistics show the 
economy has apparently started what 
is widely ex pected to be a long climb 
ou t of its deepest recession since World 
War II. 


The first increase in nine months in 
the ou tpu t of the nation’s factories, 
mines and u tilities was reported 
Tu esday 
and 
adm inistration 
economists called it encou raging bu t 
not su rprising. 
The Federal Reserv e Board said its 
index of indu strial produ ction ad­ 
v anced fou r-tenths of 1 per cent in 
Ju ne, recording the biggest increase 
since the six -tenths of 1 per cent rise in 
May 1974. 
While not conclu siv e in itself, “in 
conju nction with other ev idence we are 
seeing, it is pretty clear ev idence the 
economy is starting to recov er,” said 
James L. Pate, top economist of the 
Commerce Department.

Speaking O f Your Health

One of Pickaway Cou nty ’s oldest 
clothing stores, Parrett’s, annou nced 
that they were going ou t of bu siness 
after 75 y ears of operation. 
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Two of my older sisters dev eloped 
thy roid trou ble after they were 
married. I’m contemplating marriage 
and I wonder if I, too, will hav e this 
trou ble. 
Miss D.E., Tex . 
Dear MissE.: 
I dou bt that there is any relationship 
between marriage and ov eractiv ity of 
the thy roid gland. 
A special ty pe of thy roid disorder 
produ ces an ex tra qu antity of the 
thy roid hormone. There may be 
enlargment of the thy roid gland in the 
neck known as a “goiter.” 
Associated with su ch a condition is a 
tendency towards marked 
per­ 
spiration, nerv ou sness and bou ts of 
emotional instability . 
Cry ing withou t marked prov ocation, 
loss of weight and rapid heartbeat are 
only a few of the sy mptoms which 
direct the doctor’s attention to the 
possibility that a thy roid condition 
ex ists. 
A grou p of blood tests, particu larly 
the proteinbou nd iodine (PBI) test, 
can readily determine if a thy roid 
distu rbance ex ists. 
This wou ld giv e y ou the reassu rance 
y ou need and remov e the anx iety y ou 
seem to su ffer. 
The strides in the treatment of 
thy roid disease hav e been enormou s. 
Radioactiv e dru gs and anti-thy roid 


medication hav e, in recent y ears, 
spared people with ov eractiv e thy roids 
the need for the su rgery that once was 
the only means to control it. 


Are hu nger pains alway s a sy mptom 
of u lcers? 
Mr. J. C., Conn. 
Dear Mr. C.: 
Hu nger pains occu r with many other 
conditions. Therefore they cannot be 
u sed for the self-diagnosis of a chronic 
u lcer. 
Spasms of the mu scles of the 
stomach, especially when it is empty , 
produ ce the gnawing sensation called 
"hu nger pains.” 
A pattern of hu nger pains that are 
reliev ed by food may su ggest to the 
doctor the possibility that a stomach 
u lcer or a du odenal u lcer may ex ist. 
When this is su spected, X-ray s of the 
stomach can readily rev eal the ab­ 
sence or presence of an u lcer. 
The cy cle of hu nger pain reliev ed by 
food or milk is the reason why frequ ent 
meals of a bland diet, free of alcohol or 
coffee, are recommended.

Kissinger Sees 
U. N. Force Staying 
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MILWAUKEE,

Declaring it u rgent that an interim 
agreement be reached in the Middle 
East, Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger say s it is his impression 
United Nations peacekeeping forces 
might be able to remain despite 
Egy pt’s refu sal to ex tend their 
mandate. 
Kissinger made the statem ent 
Tu esday after Egy pt declared it will 
reject any ex tension of the U.N. 
mandate in the Sinai when it ex pires 
Ju ly 24. 
Kissinger is ex pected to discu ss 
dev elopments in the Middle East 
fu rther du ring a news conference here 
today . 
Kissinger told newsmen at Min­ 
neapolis Tu esday that he had not been 
officially notified of Egy pt’s decision, 
bu t he declared: 
“This u nderlines the problem and 
the u rgency of the need for some in­ 
terim solu tion. We’ll hav e to see if they 
(the Egy ptians) ask for remov al of the 
UNEF (United Nations Emergency 
Force) or simply are not renewing its 
mandate.” 
Asked whether he was say ing it was 
his impression that an end to the 
mandate might not necessarily mean 
the remov al of U.N. troops on Ju ly 24, 
Kissinger replied, “Yes, it is my im­ 
pression.” 
He told newsmen that changing U.S. 
reconnaissance flights ov er the Sinai 
on behalf of both Israel and Egy pt into 
“a more permanent warning sy stem” 
has been informally raised in Mideast 
negotiations. 
Howev er, Kissinger said “there is no 
possibility of committing American 
forces as a bu ffer” between Israel and 
Egy pt. “I want to make it clear that 
nothing is being proposed abou t in­ 
trodu cing American m ilitary in­ 
v olv ement in the Middle East.” 
On other matters, Kissinger told 
newsmen Tu esday : 
—“We hav e not said ex actly what we 
shall do” if Israel is ex pelled from the 
U.N. General Assembly , “bu t it wou ld 
affect the American participation in 
the activ ities of that body . To what 
ex tent or how remains to be seen. We 
are try ing to prev ent the situ ation 
from happening.” 
—“I hav e the impression there will 
be a Sov iet grain deal” with the United 
States inv olv ing su bstantial amou nts 
of grain, bu t that any su ch deal wou ld 
be u nlikely to inclu de gov ernment 
credits. “What the ex act limit (on the 
amou nt of grain) wou ld be has not 
been decided ...” 
—Under “certain circu mstances,” 
Panama cou ld become a focal point of 
a nationalistic gu errilla operation that 


might u nify all of Latin America 
against the United States. Becau se of 
this, the United States is emphasizing 
negotiations to remov e “the par­ 
ticu larly grating aspects” of its canal 
arrangements with Panama.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The familiar 
half-pint of booze, often snu ggled in the 
American hip pocket, will be a thing of 
the past u nder a new Treasu ry 
Department plan. 


In fact, in the spirit of metric con­ 
v ersion, the department proposes to do 
away with the halfpint, pint, fifth, 
qu art and other measu res familiar to 
U.S. drinkers. 


The elix ir itself isn’t threatened, ju st 
the standard size bottles it comes in. 
Treasu ry is asking drinkers of liqu or to 
join wine lov ers in the forefront of the 
United States’ conv ersion to the metric 
sy stem. 


The department’s Bu reau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearm s formally 
proposed on Tu esday that distilled 
spirits sold in the United States be 
packaged in six standard size metric 
bottles by Jan. 1, 1979. 


The changeov er wou ld begin nex t 
Jan. 1 with both metric and non-metric 
bottles in u se du ring the interim 
period. 


A changeov er of wine bottles to 
metric sizes already is u nder way , also 
to be completed in 1979. 


There are eight bottle sizes u nder 
consideration, 
with 
hearings 
schedu led for Sept. 10 in Washington 
on the change.

RENO — In case you’ve never hit a 
tree while riding in a hot air balloon, 
don’t fret. You wouln’t like it. The bag 
that was carrying my pilot and me 
pranged the top of one of the 100-foot 
mountain pines that spoke the slopes of 
Mt. Rose, which looks down on 
beautiful Lake Tahoe. There isn’t 
much time to admire the scenery 
under such circumstances. 
The limbs and spurs and needles of 
the tree embraced us like an angry 
version of the Jolly Green Giant and 
snook the daylights out of this 
greenhorn passenger. The weight of 
the wicker basket pulled us down 
through the rugged foliage for a time. 
Sharp little broken limbs and needles 
stuck their points through the webbing 
of the wicker balloon basket. 
Though cut, I was vaguely relieved. 
The farther we dropped down through 
the tree, I figured like a nut, the slower 
would be the rate of descent because 
the heavier limbs would cushion the 
fall. And if we ever stopped, well, I 
could get out of the basket, jump for a 
likely-looking limb, and then climb 
down the trunk of the tree to the 
ground. 
But it turned out that there isn’t 
enough Tarzan in me. A peek down­ 
ward showed that we were still 50 or 60 
feet above the sloping mountainside. 
Simultaneously Randy, the young 
pilot, revealed another plan. He was on 
his feet, tearing away at the 
smothering branches of the Angry 
Green Giant, and relighting the fire 
that heated the air in the tom balloon. 
These free balloons are about as 
agile as a beached whale. But to my 
consternation our bag responded to 
Randy’s propane flame thrower. The 
basket stopped falling through the 
limbs, and then it was wrenched loose 
by the upward thrust of the bag. 
Suddenly, miraculously, we were free 
again .. . free as a free balloon. I had 
seen a ski resort a couple of miles 
ahead to the left of us and higher. 
Surely, with all that heat belching into 
the bag we could get up in that general 
vicinity and land, let’s say, on a nice 
soft haystack or cushioned barstool. 
My dreams collapsed almost im­ 
mediately. 
“ Get ready!” Randy shouted,

I learned later that what happened 
was that an errant wind took charge of 
the bag, sped us across a road, and 
slammed us against a rocky em­ 
bankment that reaches up from the 
road. 
The main memory I have after we 
hit like a ton of bricks is of being 
bounced around on the cluttered floor 
of the basket like a fat pea in big 
maraca. 
“Did your whole life pass before 
your eyes?” some master of the cliche 
asked later. I had been reading about 
such a phenomenon. Well, the whole of 
my life. Now I know that’s a lot of 
rubbish. There’s not time for any such 
contemplation. All you want to know is 
if your back is broken and, if not, who 
is sticking a knife in it. You want to

know also when you’ll ever stop 
bouncing. 
I sidled to the open end of the basket 
and sat there for what seemed a long 
time, but really wasn’t. A motorist who 
had witnessed the massive prat-fall 
suddenly appeared in view.

NEW YORK (AP) - Would you 
believe that relative to most other 
nations, the United States has one of 
the lowest rates of consumer price in­ 
flation? 
Anyone concerned with his or her 
own pocketbook, and that includes 
everyone, tends to localize the issue of 
inflation. 
Understandably, 
each 
person feels he or she is being hit the 
hardest. 
The 
latest 
figures 
from 
the 
Organization for Economic Co­ 
operation and Development show that 
of 24 trading nations, the United States 
had the fourth lowest inflation rate for 
the 12 months through May. 
The spectacular rise in oil prices is 
perhaps the major force behind the 
upward thrust in prices, but there are 
many other reasons too, including 
higher consumer expectations, rising 
wage demands and deficit spending. 
The OECD lists the United States 
inflation rate at 9.5 per cent, leaving 
only Germany, at 6.1 per cent, Swit­ 
zerland, at 8.2, and Austria, at 8.6, in 
better shape. 
Some of the rates would be con­ 
sidered shocking by U.S. standards, 
not that 9.5 per cent in itself isn’t 
shocking. In the United Kingdom, for 
example, the rate was 25 per cent, and 
in Ireland 24.5 per cent. 
Fearing an economic disaster, the 
Britsh now are seeking to limit pay and 
dividend increase to IO per cent for the 
next 12 months, hopeful of cutting the 
rate to IO per cent or so by this time 
next year. 
Even IO per cent cannot be con­ 
sidered normal by almost any 
definition. Still, it appears to be in a 
respectable range when compared 
with the 47.4 per cent inflation rate in 
Iceland, the 19.7 per cent in Italy, and 
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the 17.2 per cent rate in Australia. 
One reason for high inflation rates 
are big government budgets which, to 
a degree, merely reflect a more basic 
reason: Demands by people for more 
governmental services. 
This symptom has been a particular 
irritant to the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, which for years has tried 
to point out that you can’t get any more 
out of the government than you’re 
willing to put into it. 
The way to riches, the chamber 
says, is to produce — to make a bigger 
pie so that everyone can have a bigger 
piece without cutting into the other’s 
section. And that pie, it says, is made 
by private enterprise. 
Nevertheless, to the cham ber’s 
chagrin, there seems to 
be 
an 
inexorable trend toward bigger 
government, with its resultant huge 
budgets and sometimes big budget 
deficits too. 
Economy 
Shows Rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The latest 
government statistics show the 
economy has apparently started what 
is widely expected to be a long climb 
out of its deepest recession since World 
War II. 


The first increase in nine months in 
the output of the nation’s factories, 
mines and utilities was reported 
Tuesday 
and 
administration 
economists called it encouraging but 
not surprising. 
The Federal Reserve Board said its 
index of industrial production ad­ 
vanced four-tenths of I per cent in 
June, recording the biggest increase 
since the six-tenths of I per cent rise in 
May 1974. 
While not conclusive in itself, “in 
conjunction with other evidence we are 
seeing, it is pretty clear evidence the 
economy is starting to recover,” said 
James L. Pate, top economist of the 
Commerce Department. 


That other evidence includes a rising 
volume of retail sales, a record cut 
during May in the business inventories 
which must be reduced before produc­ 
tion 
picks 
up 
and 
gradual 
strengthening in the vital auto in­ 
dustry.

One of Pickaway County’s oldest 
clothing stores, Parrett’s, announced 
that they were going out of business 
after 75 years of operation. 
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Two of my older sisters developed 
thyroid trouble after they were 
married. I’m contemplating marriage 
and I wonder if I, too, will have this 
trouble. 
Miss D.E., Tex. 
Dear MissE.: 
I doubt that there is any relationship 
between marriage and overactivity of 
the thyroid gland. 
A special type of thyroid disorder 
produces an extra quantity of the 
thyroid hormone. There may be 
enlargment of the thyroid gland in the 
neck known as a “goiter.” 
Associated with such a condition is a 
tendency towards marked 
per­ 
spiration, nervousness and bouts of 
emotional instability. 
Crying without marked provocation, 
loss of weight and rapid heartbeat are 
only a few of the symptoms which 
direct the doctor’s attention to the 
possibility that a thyroid condition 
exists. 
A group of blood tests, particularly 
the proteinbound iodine (PBI) test, 
can readily determine if a thyroid 
disturbance exists. 
This would give you the reassurance 
you need and remove the anxiety you 
seem to suffer. 
The strides in the treatment of 
thyroid disease have been enormous. 
Radioactive drugs and anti-thyroid 


medication have, in recent years, 
spared people with overactive thyroids 
the need for the surgery that once was 
the only means to control it. 


Are hunger pains always a symptom 
of ulcers? 
Mr. J. C., Conn. 
Dear Mr. C.: 
Hunger pains occur with many other 
conditions. Therefore they cannot be 
used for the self-diagnosis of a chronic 
ulcer. 
Spasms of the muscles of the 
stomach, especially when it is empty, 
produce the gnawing sensation called 
“hunger pains.” 
A pattern of hunger pains that are 
relieved by food may suggest to the 
doctor the possibility that a stomach 
ulcer or a duodenal ulcer may exist. 
When this is suspected, X-rays of the 
stomach can readily reveal the ab­ 
sence or presence of an ulcer. 
The cycle of hunger pain relieved by 
food or milk is the reason why frequent 
meals of a bland diet, free of alcohol or 
coffee, are recommended.

Kissinger Sees 
U.N. Force Staying 
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MILWAUKEE, 
Wis.

Declaring it urgent that an interim 
agreement be reached in the Middle 
East, Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger says it is his impression 
United Nations peacekeeping forces 
might be able to remain despite 
Egypt’s refusal to extend their 
mandate. 
Kissinger made the statement 
Tuesday after Egypt declared it will 
reject any extension of the U.N. 
mandate in the Sinai when it expires 
July 24. 
Kissinger is expected to discuss 
developments in the Middle East 
further during a news conference here 
today. 
Kissinger told newsmen at Min­ 
neapolis Tuesday that he had not been 
officially notified of Egypt’s decision, 
but he declared: 
“This underlines the problem and 
the urgency of the need for some in­ 
terim solution. We’ll have to see if they 
(the Egyptians) ask for removal of the 
UNEF (United Nations Emergency 
Force) or simply are not renewing its 
mandate.” 
Asked whether he was saying it was 
his impression that an end to the 
mandate might not necessarily mean 
the removal of U.N. troops on July 24, 
Kissinger replied, “Yes, it is my im­ 
pression.” 
He told newsmen that changing U.S. 
reconnaissance flights over the Sinai 
on behalf of both Israel and Egypt into 
“a more permanent warning system” 
has been informally raised in Mideast 
negotiations. 
However, Kissinger said “there is no 
possibility of committing American 
forces as a buffer” between Israel and 
Egypt. “I want to make it clear that 
nothing is being proposed about in­ 
troducing American m ilitary in­ 
volvement in the Middle East.” 
On other matters, Kissinger told 
newsmen Tuesday: 
—“We have not said exactly what we 
shall do” if Israel is expelled from the 
U.N. General Assembly, “but it would 
affect the American participation in 
the activities of that body. To what 
extent or how remains to be seen. We 
are trying to prevent the situation 
from happening.” 
—“I have the impression there will 
be a Soviet grain deal” with the United 
States involving substantial amounts 
of grain, but that any such deal would 
be unlikely to include government 
credits. “What the exact limit (on the 
amount of grain) would be has not 
been decided ...” 
—Under “certain circumstances,” 
Panama could become a focal point of 
a nationalistic guerrilla operation that 


might unify all of Latin America 
against the United States. Because of 
this, the United States is emphasizing 
negotiations to remove “the par­ 
ticularly grating aspects” of its canal 
arrangements with Panama. 
Liquor Liter 
On The W ay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The familiar 
half-pint of booze, often snuggled in the 
American hip pocket, will be a thing of 
the past under a new Treasury 
Department plan. 


In fact, in the spirit of metric con­ 
version, the department proposes to do 
away with the halfpint, pint, fifth, 
quart and other measures familiar to 
U.S. drinkers. 


The elixir itself isn’t threatened, just 
the standard size bottles it comes in. 
Treasury is asking drinkers of liquor to 
join wine lovers in the forefront of the 
United States’ conversion to the metric 
system. 


The department’s Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearm s formally 
proposed on Tuesday that distilled 
spirits sold in the United States be 
packaged in six standard size metric 
bottles by Jan. I, 1979. 


The changeover would begin next 
Jan. I with both metric and non-metric 
bottles in use during the interim 
period. 


A changeover of wine bottles to 
metric sizes already is under way, also 
to be completed in 1979. 


There are eight bottle sizes under 
consideration, 
with 
hearings 
scheduled for Sept. IO in Washington 
on the change.

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Men Without Country Make Homes In Pickaway County

Herald City Editor 
The “cream of the crop” of the 
Cambodian Khmer Air Force lost their 
country last month to the communist- 
dominated Khmer Rouge faction while 
training with Rickenbacker Air Force 
base reserve personnel to defend it. 
That’s tragic enough. 
But the five men, who have not heard 
from their loved ones since coming to 
this country a little less than a year 
ago, now face condemnation from the 
nation they have grown to love. 
Four of the five live in Pickaway 
County. 
Two are attempting to “Make it” on 
their own, living jointly at Gregory 
Trailer Court. 
And the other two are living with 
“sponsor” families, couples who grew 
to 
love 
the 
men 
through 
their 
association with them during the 
training process. 


Businessmen or other concerned 
citizens who would like to help Sareth 
and the other Cambodian refugees find 
work are asked to call the Chiappettas 
at 474-7033. 


In this time of record unemployment 
compensation benefits, they get 
nothing; in this time of joblessness, 
they seek jobs; and, while these two 
combine to create an age of apathy, 
the refugees hunger for work. 
The Cambodian refugees are: 
Col. Thank Duch, who holds a 
masters 
degree 
in 
mechanical 
engineering from the University of 
Arts and Mechanics at Phnom Penh. 
He is living in southern Franklin 
County and has a job as an auto 
mechanic. 
Capt. Ngau Kim San and Sgt. Loeung 
York Sreng live together at Gregory 
Trailer Court. San is seeking a job and 
Sreng works at a truck stop. 
Sgt. Chea Cheng lives with Mr. and 
Mrs. Gaylord Idlett at their Route I, 
Ashville home, until he is able to 
support himself. 
And Sgt. Nhuong Sareth lives under 
the sponsorship of Mr. and Mrs. Sam 
Chiappetta, Route 5. 
Sareth, his given name, is the 
subject of this article, in which he 
relates his introduction to the United 
States and his impressions of our 
country. 
The other men will be similarly 
interviewed in subsequent stories. 
Sareth and his four campanions 
were hand-picked 
by the Khmer 
government to undergo training here 
in the maintenance of U.S.-built C123 
aircraft, 
which 
Cambodia 
had 
acquired. 
The two officers left their homeland 
May, 1974, to attend a 15-week English 
language course at Lackland Air 
Force Base, Texas, and a 21-week 
course in jet engine mechanics at 
Chanute Air Force Base, Illinois. 
The three NCOs were invited by the 
United States to leave their homes last 
October for eight-weeks of language 
training and ll weeks of jet engine 
mechanics school before joining the 
officers March 19 for practical training 
at Rickenbacker. 
They were assigned to Rickenbacker 
because the base has only C123s in 
America, and were placed under the 
guidance of the 302nd Tactical Airlift 
Wing, a group composed of reserve 
and civilian government service 
personnel. 
About 
midway 
through 
their 
training, they became men without a 
country when the Viet Cong joined 
forces with Khmer communists to 
form the Khmer Rouge which over­ 
threw the nationalist party. 
Given initial parole status by the 
U.S. Immigration Department, the 
men learned that they had until June 
30 to make a decision. 
They could return, at government 
expense, to a neutral country from 
where they could make their own 
journey back to Cambodia. “But that 
would have been instant death,” said 
Sareth, who explained that the Khmer 
Rouge was executing all returning 
Khmer military personnel. 
They could have been placed in one 
of five refugee camps located around 
the country where they would live, 
pending a decision by Washington. 
Or they could attempt to “make it” 
on their own with the aid of a spon­ 
soring family. 


Members of the 302nd maintenance 
section decided to, as a group, sponsor 
the men until they could find a per­ 
manent home. 
Sareth moved in with Sam and Jan 
Chiappetta and their two children, 
Annemarie and Angie, June 23. 
Sam, a federal civil service em­ 
ploye, works as a jet engine technician 
with the 302nd. He was Sareth’s 
training officer. 
Jan, a young mother, jokes about 
having a 23-year-old “son.” She works 
at Anchor-Hocking in Lancaster. 
Their efforts now, besides furnishing 
Sareth with a home and substinance, 
are 
geared 
to 
get 
him 
“Americanized.” 
It is a “moral obligation” with them.

Apparently, Cambodians and 
Vietnamese aren’t the best of friends 
due primarily to their long history of 
confrontations. 
Now that he is in America, Sareth is 
most impressed by the freedom. “I am 
amazed that I can walk the streets at 
night without a fear of getting shot,” 
he said. 
However, living here does have its 
problems - primarily money.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A denim- 
dressed dentist here is tattooing teeth 
with suns and moons, hearts and 
flowers. He says decorating dental 
work is a new form of body art. 


Dr. Robert Wachtel says he only puts 
designs on porcelain caps — not on real 
teeth — and never on front teeth 
“because they’re too obvious and 
people may change their minds.” 


And the 33-year-old dentist em­ 
phasizes he never caps a tooth unless it 
is necessary. 


“More and more people are doing it 
— ifs quite nice and very personal,” 
says the 33-year-old Wachtel. He said 
he’s adorned the teeth of 36 patients in 
the last year. 
Wachtel, whose own teeth are still 
pearly white, says his stock in trade 
includes sunbursts, stars, airplanes, 
anchors, lightning rods, signs of the 
zodiac “and any design somebody 
wants.” 
The patient draws the design in any 
color or colors and lab technicians 
paint it on the cap and bake on a glaze. 
The patient has a week to decide 
before the cap is cemented. If he 
changes his mind, the design is ground 
off and the cap reglazed. 
A fancy fang costs no more than a 
plain white cap, Wachtel says. 
Wachtel says he first hit upon the 
idea of ornamented teeth when a 
patient complained that the cap he was 
about to install looked too plain and 
suggested a design. 
“I’ve been suggesting designs for 
caps ever since. Like tatoos, they’re a 
very personal form of expression,” 
Wachtel says. 
Bob Sagesar, an architectural 
draftsman and sailor, ordered a blue 
anchor for his tooth and says he’s sorry 
it isn’t on a front tooth. 
“Mostly, I don’t show it to people,” 
he admits. “But if they want to see it, 
they just have to look way back in 
there.” 
“I always wanted a tattoo, so I did it

Frank R. Blackstone has 
complained to the governor’s office 
that the new state budget may cause 
resignations in the patrol because it 
lowers starting salaries. 
Blackstone, in a letter to Gov. James 
A. Rhodes, complained of placing 
patrolmen 
in

storekeepers, 
maintenance workers and sanitarians. 
The document also lowers starting 
salaries for patrolmen as well as 
salaries of patrolmen after IO years of 
service by 30 cents an hour less than 
under the old budget and two cents an 
hours less after 20 years service. 
Blackstone told Rhodes he feared 
recruitment would now be more dif­ 
ficult, the resignation rate would rise 
and that there might be problems with 
morale and job performance.

Finance Committee which put the 
budget in final form, disagrees. 
“I don’t think the good colonel has to 
worry about a sharp decline in the 
highway patrol,” Meschel said.

The starting salary for the patrol, 
Meshel said, was lowered from $11,006 
to $10,843, or 28 cents an hour. He said 
the change came from another bill 
based on a Civil Service Study Com­ 
mission recommendations. 
‘‘We didn’t deal directly with the 
issue,” Meshel said. “We took the bill 
that came from the study and sup­ 
ported it in committee.

CIA Practiced 
On Socialists 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Central 
Intelligence Agency spies practiced 
for overseas assignments by in­ 
filtrating and reporting on the 
domestic political activities of the 
Socialist Workers party and its youth 
affiliate, according to newly disclosed 
CIA documents. 
The documents, a four-inch-thick 
stack obtained by the party in its law 
suit against the agency, also show that 
the CIA was monitoring the party’s po­ 
litical campaigning as early as 1950. 
The material suggests that the CIA 
began to keep files on domestic 
political activity far earlier than the 
Rockefeller Commission reported. 
And it indicates that CIA infiltration of 
dissident 
political 
groups 
in 
Washington may have continued two 
years longer than the commission 
stated. 
The documents were made public by 
the Political Rights Defense Fund, a 
New York-based organization which 
has provided legal aid to the party.

Baseball owners are literally 
throwing money away this season in an 
all-out 
effort to lure fans 
into 
ballparks. 
Along with such conventional 
gimmicks as bat, ball and glove days, 
there are such things as a “cash 
scramble” in Cleveland, a pass to 
Disneyland in Anaheim, Calif., and a 
free car in Los Angeles. 
The result has been a grand slam in 
attendance. 
The 24 major league clubs have 
attracted 16,817,710 paying customers, 
a leap of 4.8 per cent and 800,000 
persons for the same number of games 
at this point in 1974. If the trend con­ 
tinues in the second half of the season, 
the result would be a record at­ 
tendance figure of 31 million in the 
major leagues. 
With the help of that unique “cash 
scramble” brainchild, the Cleveland 
Indians have boosted attendance from 
500,298 last year to 670,531 this season. 
Tile Indians throw $2,000 on the field 
and turn some Designated Fans loose 
for 90 seconds, allowing them to keep 
all the money they can find. The 
Indians also have offered their fans 
fireworks displays and tight rope 
walkers along with such old standbys 
as bat night, beer night, stocking cap 
night, jacket day, camera day, jersey 
day and an oldtimers day. 
The California Angels, up nearly 
100,000 over last year’s 600,000 crowd 
figure at the AllStar break, are the 
ones giving away a pass to Disneyland. 
The Angels’ promotion include a 
package where ticket purchasers get 
admission to the ballpark along with 
free rides to all Disneyland attractions 
after the game. 
The Los Angeles Dodgers, perennial 
leaders in the attendance game, have 
drawn 1.5 million fans into their park 
— nearly 200,000 over last year — and 
threaten to crack the golden $3 million 
plateau this season. One of the big 
reasons they’ve been so successful 
through the years is their promotional 
campaign. The Dodgers, among other 
things, hold a fan appreciation day on 
which thousands of prizes are given 
away — including an automobile. 
Along with the Indians and the 
Angels, most every other team in the 
American League has shown an in­ 
crease in attendance this year. The 
New York Yankees and Milwaukee 
Brewers display the most noticeable 
increases — the Brewers moving 
ahead 270,658 to 771,661 and the 
Yankees shooting up 252,455 to 739,320. 
Only the Texas Rangers, Chicago 
White Sox, Kansas City Royals and 
Detroit Tigers have dropped in at­ 
tendance — the White Sox showing the 
most dramatic decrease of 203,421.

AL Trades M o stly 
H ave Proven Bad

Baseball’s open market — the 
preseason trading flurry — is a little 
like shooting craps in I^ s Vegas. 
“ C’mon seven ... snake-eyes!” 
Take the American l.eague, for 
example. 
The E>etroit Tigers and the Cleveland 
Indians took their turn at the table and - 
the dice came up snake*eyes. 
The Oakland A’s ic Kk their roll and, 
lo and behold, lucky seven. 
lik e Vegas, Monte Carlo or the 
racetrack, some elute came out ahead 
and others were big loiera. But th^ e 
who played it right, played it carefully, 
came out about even or slightly ahead 
— the Boston Red Sox, Milwaukee 
Brewers, New York Yankees and 
Baltim ore Orioles. 
The Tigers wound up the 1973-74 
season in last place in the AL Eastern 
Division and went to the trading block 
with gusto. They’re still last in their 
division. 
They dealt pitcher Woody Frym an to 
Montreal of the National League for 
catcher Terry Humphrey and pitcher 
Tom Walker. Humphrey, who’s now 
out with a shoulder injury, has played 
in only 10 games and Walker has a 3-^ 
record. On the other hand, Fryman is 
7-6 for the Expos with a respectable 
3.07 earned run average. 
Detroit also began Ed Brinkman’s 
winding route to the Yankees by 
trading the shortstop to St. Louis 
through San Diego and getting first 
baseman Nate Colbert. Colbert, hitting 
around .150 and headed for what ap­ 
peared to be a team strike out record, 
then was sold to Montreal. 
Geveland, one game ahead of the 
Tigers at the All Star break, was in the 
market for fresh pitching, and they 
couldn’t have started out worse. They 
gave up pitchers Jim Perry and Dick 
Bosman to Oakland for Blue Moon 
Odom, who wanted nothing to do with 
the Tribe. Finally Odom was traded to 
Atlanta for Roric Harrison, 4-2 with a 
4.10 ERA . 
In all, the Indians traded for pitchers 
Harrison, Jim Bibby, Jackie Brown, 
Don Hood and Dave LaRoche, “ vir­ 
tually our entire pitching staff,’’ a 
spokesman said. But in the Hood deal, 
the Indians also got first baseman 
Boog Powell from the Baltimore 
Orioles, and that hasn’t disappointed 
them. 
Besides getting Jim Perry, 3-1 with 
Oakland, and Dick Bosman, 6-1 with 
the A’s, from Cleveland, the Western 
Division leaders picked up pitchers 
Stan Bahnsen from the Chicago White 
Sox and Sonny Siebert from San Diego. 
But the A’s most significant trade 
may have been the one for designated 
hitter B illy W illiam s, which sent to the 
Chicago Cute infielder Manny Trillo 
and relievers Bob Locker and Darold 
Knowles. 
W illiam s has been in all but one of 
Oakland’s games, has 44 RB I and 12 
home nms. 
The Red Sox, whose inexplicable 
slide at the end of last season dropped 
them from first to third in the AL East, 
stayed out of the market this year, 


making only a minor deal that sent 
veteran Tommy Harper -- and his big 
salary — to Califomia for utility man 
Bob Heise. And the Red Sox are back 
in first. 
Milwaukee's most notable trade, of 
course, was the one that brought Hank 
Aaron back to County Stadium from 
Atlanta for Dave May who had an 
abysm al 1973-74 season for the 
Brewers and now is a Braves’ backup. 
The most even-up trade .in_.the 
majors involved the Yankees, who 
went to the N L’s San Francisco Giants 
to get Bobby Bonds for Bobby Murcer 
— AllStar for All-Star. Bonds is hitting 
only .238 but has 47 RB I, W homers and 
16 stolen bases. Murcer is hitting .307 
with 51 RB I and 10 homers. 
Besides Bonds and Brinkman, the 
Yanks also got reserve catcher Ed 
Herrmann from the White Sox and 
outfielder Rich Coggins from the 
Expos on waivers. 
Coggins came to the Yanks by way of 
Montreal. He started out the season 
with the O rioles, who unloaded 
Coggins, pitcher Dave McNally and 
minor leaguer B ill Kirkpatrick to the 
Expos for pitcher Mike Torrez and Ken 
Singleton in what turned out to be one 
of the most disastrous trades the NL 
made with the junior circuit. 
Torrez is 9-5 with the Orioles and 
Manager Earl Weaver says he “ should 
have a better record, but he’s been the 
unfortunate guy with the bullpen 
letting a couple of games get away 
from him.’’ 
Singleton leads the club with a .298 
batting average, 64 walks, and he has 
24 RB I. 
Montreal waived Coggins, McNally 
retired and Kirkpatrick is still a minor 
leaguer. 
The Califomia Angels only had one 
trade of note — the one with Boston — 
but it was a good one for them. Harper, 
the No. 3 base stealer among active 
players when the season began, is 
credited by the Angels with developing 
the club’s strongest trait — its speed. 
He’s been coaching Mickey Rivers, 
Jerry Remy, Morris Nettles and Dave 
Collins with their baserunning. Rivers 
has 46 stolen bases, Remy 22, Nettles 
22, Collins 11 in just one month with the 
Angels, and Harper has 17 himself. 
Harper also is challenging for 
leading designated hitter honors with a 
.272 average. 
Texas is the only other AL club that 
has done a significant amount of 
trading, sending Bibby and Brown to 
Cleveland for the other pitching Perry, 
Gaylord. The maneuver hasn’t turned 
out particularly well for either club. 
Gaylord is 1-5 with the Rangers. Bibby 
is 4-9 and Brown 0-1 with a 5.25 ERA for 
Cleveland. 
Minnesota’s only trade sent Bobby 
Darwin to Milwaukee for John Briggs, 
and, once again, the Brewers got the 
best of that one. Briggs has only one hit 
in his last 25 at bats, while Darwin has 
10 homers and 28 RBI. 
Kansas City was involved in no 
major trades but picked up Harmon 
Killebrew after the Twins waived him. 
Killebrew is hitting only .210 but has 10 
homers and 33 RB I.

Bowie Kuhn Fights For Job

M ILW A U KEE (A P) - Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn clung 
tenuously to his job today with the 
American and National leagues ex­ 
pected to table a final vote on ex­ 
tension of his term of office. 
Kuhn came perilously close to being 
fired Wednesday when four American 
licague clubs opposed his rehiring at 
baseball’s summer meetings. Kuhn, 
whose seven-year term of office ex­ 
pires Aug. 12,1976, needs nine of the 12 
votes in each league to continue in 
office. 
He had all 12 in the National League 
but only eight in the American. The 
opposition was led by Oakland owner 
cSiarles O. Finley and Baltimore boss 
Jerold Hoffberger, both longtime 
opponents of Kuhn. They apparently 
convinced the New York Yankees and 
Texas Rangers to join them in oppos­ 
ing Kuhn. 
The AL clubs spent six hours 
discussing the delicate issue Wed­ 
nesday and then sent word to their 
National League counterparts of what 
one owner called, “ our straw vote.’’ 
That didn’t sit too well with the 
Nationals, where Kuhn’s support was 
reported to be complete. At that point, 
the N L bosses invited the AL owners

AL Trades Mostly 
Have Proven Bad

Baseball’s open market — the 
preseason trading flurry — is a little 
like shooting craps in Las Vegas. 
“ C’mon seven ... snake-eyes!” 
Take the American league, for 
example. 
The Detroit Tigers and the Cleveland 
Indians took their turn at the table and * 
the dice came up snake-eyes. 
The Oakland A’s took their roll and, 
lo and behold, lucky seven. 
Uke Vegas, Monte Carlo or the 
racetrack, some clubs came out ahead 
and others were big losers. But those 
who played it right, played it carefully, 
came out about even or slightly ahead 
— the Boston Red Sox, Milwaukee 
Brewers, New York Yankees and 
Baltimore Orioles. 
The Tigers wound up the 1973-74 
season in last place in the AL Eastern 
Division and went to the trading block 
with gusto. They’re still last in their 
division. 
They dealt pitcher Woody Fryman to 
Montreal of the National League for 
catcher Terry Humphrey and pitcher 
Tom Walker. Humphrey, who’s now 
out with a shoulder injury, has played 
in only IO games and Walker has a 3-6 
record. On the other hand, Fryman is 
7-6 for the Expos with a respectable 
3.07 earned run average. 
Detroit also began Ed Brinkman’s 
winding route to the Yankees by 
trading the shortstop to St. Louis 
through San Diego and getting first 
baseman Nate Colbert. Colbert, hitting 
around .150 and headed for what ap­ 
peared to be a team strike out record, 
then was sold to Montreal. 
Cleveland, one game ahead of the 
Tigers at the All Star break, was in the 
market for fresh pitching, and they 
couldn’t have started out worse. They 
gave up pitchers Jim Perry and Dick 
Bosman to Oakland for Blue Moon 
Odom, who wanted nothing to do with 
the Tribe. Finally Odom was traded to

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Couple Buys Colonial Home; 
Plans To Ship It To Illinois 


ROCHESTER, N.H. (AP) - For 20 
years, Arnold Skromme and his wife 
collected 18th Century furniture. Now, 
they have found a colonial house to 
match and plan to ship it home to Il­ 
linois piece by piece. 
Skromme has been dismantling the 
217-year-old, six-room frame house for 
the past two weeks and soon will pack 
the boards, beams, split-board lathing 
and even original “ rose head” nails 
into a freight car bound for Moline, 111. 
“This is a home for the rest of our 
lives. It will be the last we’ll ever 
build,” the 58-year-old agricultural 
engineer for John Deere Co. said 
Tuesday. 
He estimated that the project will 
cost “between $50,000 and $100,000, at 
least.” 
Along with six college students, his 
wife, a son and a neighbor from 
Moline, Skromme has marked and 
numbered every disassembled piece of 
the house. 
According to state records, the house 
was built in 1758. It has never had 
electricity, water or plumbing. It 
relies on six fire places converging into 
a single chimney for heat. No one has 
lived in it regularly since 1950. 
“We’ve been collecting 18th Century 
furniture and now it’s all in a modern 
ranch-style house and it doesn’t fit at 
all. We wanted to get a house for our 
furniture,” Skromme said. 
He said he had looked at more than 
50 old houses from eastern Penn­ 
sylvania to northern New England. 
Last August, he came upon the 
Dame homestead, as the house here is 
known. He bought it for an undisclosed 
price.

Rademacher and other union 
leaders hav e also used the threat of a 
nationwide walkout to prod the Postal 
Serv ice to speed up neg otiations, 
currently in prog ress in Washing ton. 
The present contract ex pires Monday , 
and Rademacher claims the Postal 
Serv ice is stalling on key issues. 
On paper, the Kokomo Plan is 
simply a way to g et the mail deliv ered 
by fewer people. Each carrier’s route 
is dissected and measured — miles 
walked, steps climbed, restroom stops, 
coffee breaks, mail loads. The in­ 
formation is fed into a computer, along 
with the number of routes the Postal 
Serv ice would Uke to eliminate at Rose 
City (four out of 38 ). 
It’s tiie computer’s Job to div ide the 
workload ev enly among the remaining 
routes. In theory , the carrier functions 
more efficiently , the pubUc serv ed as 
well or better and the Postal Serv ice 
sav es money . 
The Postal Serv ice say s it’s working . 
“We hav e sq uared up the routes,” said 
Portland 
Postmaster 
Benjamin 
Luscher. “We hav e tried to set some 
kind of standard for letter carriers.” 
“They don’t put in how taU y ou are, 
or how long y our reach is or how heav y 
y ou are,” say s Robert Fung e, presi­ 
dent of the Portland letter carriers 
local. The result, he said, is a sy stem 
that penalized the older carrier, the 
shorter female carrier — any one who 
doesn’t match the computer’s ar­ 
bitrary “av erag e.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Senate 
committee mov ed toward approv al 
today of a bill req uiring no-smoklng 
areas to be established in most public 
building s. 
The Senate Way s and Means 
Committee recorded a 4-1 v ote in fav or 
of the bill in a morning session. The bill 
needed fiv e v otes for approv al, but the 
roll call was left open for four absent 
members to cast v otes on the bill. 
The bill, redrafted by a sub­ 
committee, req uires no-smoking areas 
be established in all building s with a 
capacity of 50 persons or more, ex cept 
restaurants, bars, nig ht clubs or 
bowling alley s.

Kokomo Plan is discontinued after the 
Postal Service reviews it in August, “I 
have no alternative but to order a work 
stoppage.” 
Rademacher received authorization 
at the union’s national convention last 
August to call a nationwide walkout, 
although postal unions are prohibited 
by law from striking. As early as 
January he said the Kokomo Plan just 
might make him do it. 
“It’s illegal,” he said at the time, 
“and I am fully aware of the possibility 
of a jail sentence. But we must stop the 
mad attempts by management to 
dehumanize — robotize — our lives 
and existence.” 
Rademacher and other union 
leaders have also used the threat of a 
nationwide walkout to prod the Postal 
Service to speed up negotiations, 
currently in progress in Washington. 
The present contract expires Monday, 
and Rademacher claims the Postal 
Service is stalling on key issues. 
On paper, the Kokomo Plan is 
simply a way to get the mail delivered 
by fewer people. Each carrier’s route 
is dissected and measured — miles 
walked, steps climbed, restroom stops, 
coffee breaks, mail loads. The in­ 
formation is fed into a computer, along 
with the number of routes the Postal 
Service would like to eliminate at Rose 
City (four out of 38). 
It’s the computer’s job to divide the 
workload evenly among the remaining 
routes. In theory, the carrier functions 
more efficiently, the public served as 
well or better and the Postal Service 
saves money. 
The Postal Service says it’s working. 
“We have squared up the routes,” said 
Portland 
Postmaster 
Benjamin 
Luscher. “We have tried to set some 
kind of standard for letter carriers.’’ 
“They don’t put in how tall you are, 
or how long your reach is or how heavy 
you are,” says Robert Funge, presi­ 
dent of the Portland letter carriers 
local. The result, he said, is a system 
that penalized the older carrier, the 
shorter female carrier — anyone who 
doesn’t match the computer’s ar­ 
bitrary “average.” 


No-Smoking

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Senate 
committee moved toward approval 
today of a bill requiring no-smoking 
areas to be established in most public 
buildings. 
The Senate Ways and Means 
Committee recorded a 4-1 vote in favor 
of the bill in a morning session.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Battelle 
Laboratories in Columbus, Ohio, is one 
of four firms nationwide selected to 
participate in a major federal push to 
produce synthetic fuels from coal, U.S. 
Rep. Chalmers Wylie announced 
Wednesday. 
Under a $703,000 contract with the 
U.S. Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration, Battelle will 
concentrate its efforts on developing 
the catalyst necessary to convert coal 
to methane, a gas that can be used 
interchangably with natural gas. 
Wylie said Battelle also will 
research a different gasification 
process called the Hydrane method, 
for which a pilot plant will be built at a 
yet undetermined site.

The co urt dismissed an appeal filed 
by the Ohio Public Interest Actio n 
Gro up, which attempted to end utility 
adv ertising. The co urt’s unanimo us 
decisio n affirmed a Public Utilities 
Co mmissio n o f Ohio (PUCO) decisio n. 
The co urt said a new law passed by 
the General Assembly barred the 
gro up’s challenge. The law fo rbids the 
PUCO fro m ado pting regulatio ns 
restricting utility adv ertising. 
The decisio n did no t deal with the 
merits o f the adv ertising itself. 
The case resulted fro m a co mplaint 
filed by the gro up in 19 72 asking the 
PUCO to pro hibit the state’s sev en 
electrical utility co mpanies fro m using 
adv ertising and pro mo tio nal practices 
designed to enco urage the use o f 
electrical po wer. 
After receiv ing the co mplaint, the 
PUCO began its o wn inv estigatio n o f 
utility pro mo tio n practices. 
While that inv estigatio n was under 
way , the legislature passed the new 
law, pro v iding that “ no state agency , 
bo ard o r co mmissio n shall limit o r re­

Ruppert Asks 
New Trial 


HAMILTON, Ohio (A P) — A motion 
for a new trial has been filed for James 
U. Ruppert, who was sentenced 
Monday to ll consecutive life terms in 
prison in the deaths of ll relatives. 
Attorneys for the 41-year-old Rup­ 
pert, convicted of aggravated murder 
in the shooting deaths of ll members of 
his family on Easter Sunday, filed the 
motion Wednesday in Butler County 
Common Pleas Court. 
In the affidavits, defense lawyers 
Hugh Holbrook and H.J. Bressler 
claimed that the defendant had been 
told that by waiving his right to trial by 
jury, a three-judge panel would have to 
arrive at a unanimous verdict to find 
him guilty. 
Ruppert subsequently waived the 
jury trial and pleaded innocent by 
reason of insanity, but the panel of 
judges convicted the unemployed 
draftsman by a 2-1 vote. 
The presiding judge at the 10-day 
trial who dissented in the guilty ver­ 
dict, Fred B. Cramer, explained at the 
sentencing that the death penalty 
asked for by the prosecutors was 
precluded by a lack of agreement 
among the judges that no mitigating 
circumstances were involved in the 
case.

Advertising 
Challenge 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P) 
- A

to utility 
advertising 
practices intended to increase elec­ 
trical consumption was dismissed 
Wednesday by the Supreme Court. 
The court dismissed an appeal filed 
by the Ohio Public Interest Action 
Group, which attempted to end utility 
advertising. The court’s unanimous 
decision affirmed a Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio (PUCO) decision. 
The court said a new law passed by 
the General Assembly barred the 
group’s challenge. The law forbids the 
PUCO from adopting regulations 
restricting utility advertising. 
The decision did not deal with the 
merits of the advertising itself. 
The case resulted from a complaint 
filed by the group in 1972 asking the 
PUCO to prohibit the state’s seven 
electrical utility companies from using 
advertising and promotional practices 
designed to encourage the use of 
electrical power. 
After receiving the complaint, the 
PUCO began its own investigation of 
utility promotion practices. 
While that investigation was under 
way, the legislature passed the new 
law, providing that “ no state agency, 
board or commission shall limit or re­ 
strict the right of any public utility to 
engage 
in 
and 
promote 
area 
development or to advertise. . .” 
The PUCO, acting under that law, 
ended its own investigation and 
dismissed the complaint against the 
utilities. The Public Action Group 
appealed that decision. 
In other action Wednesday, the court 
suspended Dayton attorney John R.

Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 
New Boston, said there may be efforts 
to override at least some of the 72 
votes. Among them, he said, could be 
Rhodes’ refusal to go along with a 
proposed freeze in student fees at state 
universities, and his rejection of a 
provision that put a special $1 0 million 
subsidy for the University of Cin­ 
cinnati into the Democrat controlled 
State Controlling Board. 
The House approved six relatively 
noncontroversial bills during its 75- 
minute floor session Tuesday. Among 
them was a proposal that authorizes 
establishment of health maintenance 
organizations, focusing on preventive 
health care. TTie measure approved 85- 
3, now goes to the Senate. 
Senators added their approval to 
House bills increasing limits of credit 
group life insurance and requiring 
flashing amber lights on vehicles 
transportating preschool pupils.

The 
fish is to be used in an experiment later 
in the flight. 
Earlier, Stafford used Russian for a 
report to mission control — “ Mee 
nahodimsia na orbite (We are in or­ 
bit).” 
American astronauts allowed their 
enthusiasm to show through during a 
brief exchange with mission control at 
the conclusion of what had been a 
strictly technical exchange. 
“ When we’ve got a little minute here 
we can’t help but ask how Vance 
(Brand) and Deke (Slayton) are both 
liking the zero g,” said capsule 
communicator Dick Truly, an astro­ 
naut him self, 
referring to the 
weightlessness of space.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A Senate 
committee has recommended ap­ 
proval of a rewritten House bill aimed 
at heading off a possible medical care 
crisis in Ohio. 
The bill establishes a joint un­ 
derwriting association to provide last 
resort medical malpractice insurance 
coverage for doctors and hospitals 
unable to obtain it in the private 
market. 
Its approval (9-0) by the Senate 
Elections, Financial Institutions, and 
Insurance Committee clears the way 
for a Senate floor vote Thursday. 
In other action Tuesday, the Senate 
voted 25-6 to replace Ohio’s antiquated 
usury law— fixing an eight per cent 
ceiling on loans by state chartered fi­ 
nancial institutions—with a “ floating” 
ceiling pegged to discount rates 
charged by federal reserve banks. 
Under the bill, the ceiling would be 
three percentage points above the

Democrats in the House, meanwhile, 
scheduled a caucus for this afternoon 
to make decisions on line item vetoes 
Gov. James A. Rhodes applied to the 
state budget bill. 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 
New Boston, said there may be efforts 
to override at least some of the 72 
votes. Among them, he said, could be 
Rhodes’ refusal to go along with a 
proposed freeze in student fees at state 
universities, and his rejection of a 
provision that put a special $10 million 
subsidy for the University of Cin­ 
cinnati into the Democrat controlled 
State Controlling Board. 
The House approved six relatively 
noncontroversial bills during its 75- 
minute floor session Tuesday.

American astronauts allowed their 
enthusiasm to show through during a 
brief exchange with mission control at 
the conclusion of what had been a 
strictly technical exchange.
